Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  l-lealth  to  accept  and  expend  a  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $500,000  in  Federal  Surface  Transportation  Program  and/or  Congestion 
Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvements  Funds  through  the  Metropolitan 
Transportation  Commission's  Safe  Routes  to  School  Grant  Program  for  the  period 
September  1,  2011,  through  August  31,  2013,  waiving  indirect  costs,  stating  assurance 
to  complete  the  project,  and  to  delegate  authorization  to  execute  these  agreements  and 
any  amendments  thereto  to  the  Director  of  Public  Health. 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (herein  referred  to  as 
APPLICANT)  is  submitting  an  application  to  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission 
(MTC)  for  $500,000  in  funding  from  the  federal  Surface  Transportation  Program  (STP)  and/or 
Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  (CMAQ)  program  for  the  San  Francisco 
Safe  Routes  to  School  Education  and  Outreach  Program  (herein  referred  to  as  PROJECT)  for 
the  MTC  Resolution,  No.  3925,  New  Federal  Surface  Transportation  Act  (FY  2009-10,  FY 
2010-11  and  FY  201 1-12)  Cycle  1  STP/CMAQ  Program:  Project  Selection  Criteria,  Policy, 
Procedures  and  Programming  (herein  referred  t'o  as  PROGRAM);  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Safe,  Accountable,  Flexible,  Efficient  Transportation  Equity  Act:  A 
Legacy  for  Users  (SAFETEA)  (Public  Law  109-59,  August  10,  2005)  authorized  the  Surface 
Transportation  Program  (23  U.S.C.  §  133)  and  the  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality 
Improvement  Program  (CMAQ)  (23  U.S.C.  §  149)  through  September  30,  2009;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SAFETEA  has  been  extended  through  December  31,  2010  pursuant  to 
Public  Law  111-147,  March  18,  2010  and  may  be  subsequently  extended  pending  enactment 
of  successor  legislation  for  continued  funding;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  SAFETEA,  and  the  regulations  promulgated  thereunder, 
eligible  project  sponsors  wishing  to  receive  federal  Surface  Transportation  Program  and/or 
Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (STP/CMAQ)  funds  for  a  project 
shall  submit  an  application  first  with  the  appropriate  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization 
(MPO),  for  review  and  inclusion  in  the  MPO's  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  (MTC)  is  the  MPO  for  the 
nine  counties  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  has  adopted  a  Regional  Project  Funding  Delivery  Policy  (MTC 
Resolution  No.  3606,  revised)  that  sets  out  procedures  governing  the  application  and  use  of 
STP/CMAQ  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  established  the  Safe  Routes  to  School  Program  (SR2S)  as  part  of 
the  federal  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (CMAQ)  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  intent  of  this  program  is  to  complement  existing  state  and  federal 
SR2S  programs  promoting  walking  and  biking  to  and  from  school,  with  the  overall  goal  of 
significantly  reducing  vehicle  emissions  stemming  from  school-related  travel;  and, 

WHEREAS,  MTC  designated  $17  million  in  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality 
Program  funds  for  Cycle  1  of  the  SR2S  program,  making  $2  million  available  through  a 
region-wide  call  for  projects  and  distributing  $15  million  among  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties 
based  on  the  K-12  school  enrollment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  will  receive  $1,079,000  based  on  San  Francisco's 
proportion  of  K-12  school  enrollment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  as  CMA  for  San  Francisco,  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation 
Authority  collaborated  with  the  San  Francisco  SR2S  Coalition  led  by  APPLICANT  to  develop  a 
two-pronged  approach  to  programming  San  Francisco's  SR2S  funds  to  enhance  the  existing 
SR2S  efforts  in  San  Francisco  and  best  achieve  the  objectives  for  SR2S  set  by  MTC;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  there  is  $500,000  in  Fiscal  Year  2010/1 1  funds  available  to  extend  and 
expand  the  Coalition's  existing  education  and  outreach  program  from  September  1,  2011  to 
August  31,  2013;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  $500,000  for  the  education  and  outreach  program  will  be  matched  by 
$90,000  from  the  City's  general  fund  from  the  APPLICANT;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  staff  reviewed  the 
education  and  outreach  program  proposal  from  the  APPLICANT  and  found  it  eligible  for  the 
SR2S  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  APPLICANT  is  an  eligible  project  sponsor  for  STP/CMAQ  funds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  as  part  of  the  application  for  STP/CMAQ  funding,  MTC  requires  a 
resolution  adopted  by  the  responsible  implementing  agency  stating  the  following:  1)  the 
commitment  of  necessary  local  matching  funds  of  at  least  1 1 .47%;  and  2)  that  the  sponsor 
understands  that  the  STP/CMAQ  funding  is  fixed  at  the  programmed  amount,  and  therefore 
any  cost  increase  cannot  be  expected  to  be  funded  with  additional  STP/CMAQ  funds;  and 
3)  that  the  project  will  comply  with  the  procedures  specified  in  Regional  Project  Funding 
Delivery  Policy  (MTC  Resolution  No.  3606,  revised);  and  3)  the  assurance  of  the  sponsor  to 
complete  the  project  as  described  in  the  application,  and  if  approved,  as  included  in  MTC's 
TIP;  and  4)  that  the  project  will  comply  with  all  the  project-specific  requirements  as  set  forth  in 
the  PROGRAM;  and  5)  that  the  project  (transit  only)  will  comply  with  MTC  Resolution  No. 
3866,  which  sets  forth  the  requirements  of  MTC's  Transit  Coordination  Implementation  Plan  to 
more  efficiently  deliver  transit  projects  in  the  region. 

WHEREAS,  The  full  project  period  of  the  grant  starts  on  September  1 ,  201 1  and  ends 
on  August  31,  2013;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  this  project  is  to  promote  walking  and  biking  to  and  from 
school  in  San  Francisco;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  grant  requires  matching  funds  in  the  amount  of  $90,000  from  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  General  Fund  for  the  period  of  September  1 ,  201 1 
through  August  31 ,  201 3;  and, 

WHEREAS,  APPLICANT  will  subcontract  with  Presidio  Community  YMCA,  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition,  and  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  in  the  total  amount  of 
$321 ,025;  for  the  period  of  September  1,2011  through  August  31 ,  201 3;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  MTC  does  not  allow  for  indirect  costs  in  order  to  maximize  the  use  of  • 
grant  funds  on  direct  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  APPLICANT  is  eligible  to  receive  Federal  and/or  State  funding  for  certain 
Non-Infrastructure  Transportation  Projects  through  CalTrans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Master  Agreements,  Program  Supplemental  Agreements,  Fund  Exchange 
Agreements,  and/or  Fund  Transfer  Agreements  need  to  be  executed  with  CalTrans  before 
such  funds  could  be  claimed;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  ASO  amendment  is  not  required  as  the  grant  partially  reimburses 
APPLICANT  for  one  existing  position,  one  Health  Educator  (Job  Class  #2282)  at  .50  FTE  for 
the  period  of  September  1,  2011  through  August  31,  2013;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  APPLICANT  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  a  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $500,000  from  MTC;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  APPLICANT  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  and  expend

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  APPLICANT  is  an  eligible  sponsor  of  STP/CMAQ  funded 
projects;  and,  be  it

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  there  is  no  legal  impediment  to  APPLICANT  making 
applications  for  the  funds;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  there  is  no  pending  or  threatened  litigation  that  might  in 
any  way  adversely  affect  the  proposed  PROJECT,  or  the  ability  of  APPLICANT  to  deliver  such 
PROJECT;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  APPLICANT  authorizes  its  Executive  Director,  General 
Manager,  or  designee  to  execute  and  file  an  application  with  MTC  for  STP/CMAQ  funding  for 
the  PROJECT  as  referenced  in  this  resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  will  be  transmitted  to  the  MTC  in 
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conjunction  with  the  filing  of  the  application;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  MTC  is  requested  to  support  the  application  for  the 
PROJECT  described  in  the  resolution  and  to  include  the  PROJECT,  if  approved,  in  MTC's 
TIP;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  wishes  to  delegate 
authorization  to  execute  these  agreements  and  any  annendments  thereto  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Health  authorized  to  execute  all  Master  Agreements,  Program  Supplemental 
Agreements,  Fund  Exchange  Agreements,  Fund  Transfer  Agreements  and  any  amendments 
thereto  with  CalTrans.

WHEREAS,  Taxis  are  a  critical  part  of  San  Francisco's  transportation  system,  providing 
a  l^ey  complement  to  our  system  of  public  transportation  and  allowing  people  to  live  in  San

Resolution  commending  the  San  Francisco  Police  Commission  for  implementing 
IVIental  Health  Crisis  (CIT)  Intervention  Team  based  on  the  "Memphis  Model"  urging 
stakeholder  City  departments  and  community  based  organizations  to  collaborate  to 
provide  adequate  mental  health  services  in  order  to  facilitate  the  mission  of  the  CIT 
and  to  ensure  the  CIT  has  the  tools  and  resources  necessary  to  achieve  similar  results 
to  that  of  the  Memphis  Model. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Commission  unanimously  voted  in  favor  of  the 
resolution  implementation  of  the  Memphis  Model  Crisis  Intervention  Team  (CIT)  in  resolution 
on  February  9,  2011,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
110254,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  From  2007  to  2009  the  demand  for  mental  health  care  at  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  has  risen  from  49,900  hours  of  service  to  54,600  hours  of  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  2008  to  2010  there  has  been  a  decrease  from  84  to  21  inpatient 
psychiatric  beds  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  other  clinics  resulting  in  less 
treatment  time  to  those  who  require  it, 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  full-time  psychiatrists  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
has  decreased  from  12  in  2007,  to  only  seven  in  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  duration  of  critical  psychiatric  inpatient  care  has  decreased  from  14 
days  in  2007,  to  10  days  in  2010  bringing  in  to  question  the  adequacy  of  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  number  of  mental  health  calls  directed  to  the  San  Francisco 
Emergency  Dispatch  totals  approximately  10,000  a  year,  or  30  calls  a  day,  which  leads  to  8 
"5150s"  or  mentally  ill  persons  detained  per  day. 
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WHEREAS,  There  have  been  drastic  cuts  in  San  Francisco's  budget  relating  to 
psychiatric  care  which  have  led  to  an  overall  decrease  in  care  and  attention  that  is  required  to 
assist  those  with  serious  mental  health  issues;  and 

WHEREAS,  Recent  unfortunate  incidents  involving  the  SFPD  and  mentally  ill  citizens 
have  pointed  out  the  acute  need  for  more  effective  mental  health  crisis  intervention  and  the 
Memphis  Model  has  a  proven  track  record  of  success;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Memphis  Model  relies  on  specialized  officer  training  to  recognize 
persons  in  experiencing  a  mental  health  crisis  and  providing  efficient,  timely  and  appropriate 
response;  and 

WHEREAS,  Key  factors  to  the  success  of  CIT  programs  are  diversion  of  mentally  ill 
citizens  from  detention  and  the  criminal  justice  system  and  in  to  adequate  and  efficient 
inpatient  psychiatric  care;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
commends  the  San  Francisco  Police  Commission  on  their  understanding  of  the  unique 
challenges  facing  front-line  officers  in  recognizing  persons  in  a  mental  health  crisis  and 
moving  to  implement  the  Memphis  CIT  program  to  increase  the  safety  of  both  the  officers 
involved  as  well  as  those  in  crisis;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  SFPD  to  collaborate  with 
Community  Based  Organizations  and  other  mental  health  care  stake  holders  to  address  the

Resolution  commending  Governor  Brown  for  appointing  Julie  Su  as  Chief  of  the 
California  Division  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement,  also  known  as  the  California 
Labor  Commissioner,  and  encouraging  San  Francisco's  Office  of  Labor  Standards 
Enforcement  to  collaborate  with  Commissioner  Su  to  protect  the  labor  and 
employment  rights  of  low-wage  workers  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  mission  of  the  Division  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  is  to 
vigorously  enforce  minimum  labor  standards  in  order  to  ensure  employees  are  not  required  or 
permitted  to  work  under  substandard  unlawful  conditions,  and  to  protect  employers  who 
comply  with  the  law  from  those  who  attempt  to  gain  competitive  advantage  at  the  expense  of 
their  workers  by  failing  to  comply  with  minimum  labor  standards;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Division  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  adjudicates  wage  claims 
including  claims  for  unpaid  minimum  and  overtime  wages,  investigates  discrimination  and 
public  works  complaints,  and  enforces  labor  law  and  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  wage 
orders;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  local  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  that 
has  a  similar  mission  and  function  as  the  California  Division  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement, 
which  is  to  enforce  San  Francisco's  labor  and  employment  laws  including  San  Francisco's 
minimum  wage,  paid  sick  leave,  and  the  employer  spending  requirement  of  the  San 
Francisco  Health  Care  Security  Ordinance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Non-payment  or  underpayment  of  minimum  wages  and  overtime  is  an 
enormous  problem  nationally,  in  California,  and  locally  with  recent  studies  showing  that  more 
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than  3  million  workers  are  paid  below  the  minimum  wage  and  another  3  million  workers  are 
misclassified  as  independent  contractors  and  therefore  denied  their  rights  to  minimum  wage, 
overtime  pay,  meal  and  rest  breaks,  and  the  employer's  share  of  their  payroll  taxes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Economic  Policy  Foundation,  a  business-funded  think  tank,  estimates 
that  employers  steal  $19  billion  in  unpaid  overtime  alone  each  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Wage  theft  hits  the  State's  lowest  wage  workers  the  hardest  and 
workforces  that  are  dominated  by  immigrant  labor,  including  domestic  workers,  day  laborers, 
restaurant  workers,  farm  workers  and  garment  workers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Combating  the  epidemic  of  wage  theft  in  California  requires  leadership 
with  a  unique  set  of  talents,  someone  who  is  not  only  skilled  and  courageous  enough  to 
tackle  a  deeply  entrenched  systemic  problem  but  who  also  has  the  tact,  empathy,  language 
skills,  and  cultural  competency  to  work  with  and  reach  out  to  vulnerable  populations  of 
workers;  and. 

WHEREAS,  Julie  Su  is  the  daughter  of  Chinese  immigrants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Julie  Su  earned  an  undergraduate  degree  from  Stanford  University,  a  law 
degree  from  Harvard  Law  School  and  was  the  recipient  of  the  Reebok  International  Human 
Rights  Award  in  2006  and  of  a  MacArthur  "Genius"  Grant  in  2001 ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Julie  Su  cofounded  Sweatshop  Watch,  an  innovative  organization  that 
fought  for  low-wage  workers  nationally  and  internationally,  focused  on  eliminating  sweatshop 
exploitation  in  California's  garment  industry  and  helped  pass  the  strongest  anti-sweatshop 
legislation  in  the  country,  California's  Assembly  Bill  633;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Julie  Su  joined  the  Asian  Pacific  American  Legal  Center  in  1994  on  a 
Skadden  Fellowship  and  served  as  lead  counsel  in  1995  in  a  ground-breaking  federal  lawsuit 
to  hold  brand  name  garment  manufacturers  and  retailers  liable  for  holding  Thai  and  Latino 
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garment  workers  behind  barbed  wire  for  years  in  an  apartment  complex  in  El  Monte, 
California  and  utilizing  them  as  slave  labor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Julie  Su  served  for  years  as  Litigation  Director  for  the  Asian  Pacific 
American  Legal  Center,  and  in  that  capacity  litigated  numerous  cases  on  behalf  of  immigrants 
and  low-wage  workers  and  to  end  discrimination  and  segregation  in  education  and  the 
workplace;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  commends  Governor  Brown  and  celebrates  his  appointment  of  Julie  Su  as  Chief  of

WHEREAS,  over  the  past  20  years  numerous  policy  experts  and  commissions  have 
called  for  closure  of  the  Division  of  Juvenile  Facilities,  including  the  Legislative  Analyst's 
Office,  the  Little  Hoover  Commission,  and  the  Center  on  Juvenile  and  Criminal  Justice;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Superior  Court  of  California  has  found  that  the  Division  of  Juvenile 
Facilities  is  currently  providing  inadequate  housing  and  treatment  to  its  juvenile  wards  which 
is  posing  a  risk  to  the  safety  of  staff  and  wards  and  hindering  rehabilitative  efforts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  counties  drastically  vary  in  arrest  and  incarceration  policies  yet 
reliance  on  State  incarceration  has  no  effect  on  juvenile  crime  rates  or  trends;  and, 

WHEREAS,  model  juvenile  justice  practices  minimize  use  of  State  incarceration 
including  adult  criminal  court  transfers  for  serious  juvenile  crimes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  there  are  13  counties  that  accounted  for  46%  of  all  commitments  to  the 
Division  of  Juvenile  Facilities  in  2009,  but  only  37%  of  juvenile  felony  arrests;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declared  a  moratorium  against  sending  youths 
to  the  Division  of  Juvenile  Facilities  in  2004  in  Resolution  138-04;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  already  utilizes  locally  self-reliant  juvenile  justice  practices 
to  serve  its  serious  juvenile  offenders;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  juvenile  justice  research  finds  that  adopting  local  best  juvenile  justice 
practices  reduces  victimization  and  recidivism;  and, 

WHEREAS,  currently  the  Division  of  Juvenile  Facilities  costs  $383  million  of  the  State 
budget  to  serve  only  1%  of  the  juvenile  justice  population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  State  is  facing  a  $28  billion  dollar  deficit  and  can  no  longer  afford  to 
maintain  a  dual  juvenile  justice  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  if  counties  were  provided  additional  resources  and  technical  assistance  to 
modify  their  juvenile  justice  practices,  all  juvenile  offenders  could  be  adequately  served  at  the 
county  level;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Governor's  proposed  budget  allocates  $78  million  to  the  counties 
during  the  first  year  and  $242  million  to  the  counties  in  the  third  year  to  complete  the 
realignment;  nov^,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  the  Governor's  proposal  to 
eliminate  the  Division  of  Juvenile  Facilities  by  June  30,  2014,  and  realign  juvenile  justice

Resolution  approving  the  settlement  of  the  unlitigated  claims  between  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay  Regional  Park  District  (EBRPD)  related  to 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  Water  System  Improvement 
Program,  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project,  in  Alameda  County,  calling  for  SFPUC 
to  pay  EBRPD  $2,000,000  related  to  project  construction  activities,  and  including  other 
material  terms  and  conditions  in  a  settlement  and  release  agreement. 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  concerns  of  the  California  Department  of  Water  Resources, 
Division  of  Safety  of  Dams  (DSOD),  the  SFPUC  proposed  the  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement 
Project,  in  Alameda  County,  which  entails  rebuilding  the  dam  in  order  to  eliminate  the  seismic 
safety  concerns  associated  with  the  original  dam.  The  Project  would  replace  the  existing  dam 
with  a  new  dam  to  accommodate  a  public  water  supply  reservoir  of  the  same  size  as  the 
original  plans  (96,850  AF)  and  meet  current  seismic  safety  design  requirements.  Completion 
of  the  proposed  project  would  help  the  SFPUC  achieve  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program  (WSIP)  Level  of  Service  goals  and  objectives  adopted  by  the  SFPUC  in  2008. 

WHEREAS,  An  environmental  impact  report  (EIR)  as  required  by  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  was  prepared  for  the  Project  in  Planning  Department  File 
No.  File  No.  2005.0161  E;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  a  capital  improvement  project  approved  by  the  SFPUC  as 
part  of  the  WSIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Final  EIR  (FEIR)  was  certified  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Commission  on  January  27,  2011  by  Motion  No.  M-18261;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  FEIR  prepared  for  the  Project  is  tiered  from  the  WSIP  Program 
Environmental  Impact  Report  (PEIR)  certified  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  October  30, 
2008  by  Motion  No.  17734;  and 

WHEREAS,  Thereafter,  the  SFPUC  approved  the  WSIP  and  adopted  findings  and  a 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  {PEIR  MMRP)  as  required  by  CEQA  on  October 
30,  2008  by  Resolution  No.  08-200;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  27,  2011,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC),  by  Resolution  No.  11-0015,  a  copy  of  which  is  included  in  Board  of  Supervisors  File 
No.  110187  (for  the  related  Board  Resolution  adopting  CEQA  Findings  for  the  Calaveras  Dam 
Replacement  Project)  and  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference:  (1)  approved  the 
Project;  (2)  adopted  findings  (CEQA  Findings),  including  a  statement  of  overriding 
considerations,  and  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP)  required  by 
CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  existing  Calaveras  Dam  is  located  on  Calaveras  Creek  upstream  of 
the  Sunol  Regional  Wilderness  operated  by  EBRPD,  and  EBRPD  raised  concerns  related  to 
Project  construction  activities  and  EBRPD  operations,  reflected  in  comments  submitted  on  the 
Project  Draft  EIR,  and  the  SFPUC  seeks  the  cooperation  of  EBRPD  with  respect  to  ongoing 
activities  by  both  agencies  in  the  Sunol  Valley.  By  its  Resolution  No.  1 1-0015,  tne  SFPUC 
also  authorized  SFPUC's  General  Manager  ("General  Manager")  to  negotiate  and  execute 
agreements  with  EBRPD  to  address  coordination  of  the  parties'  respective  operations,  and 
address  issues  related  to  construction  of  the  CDRP,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  as  required,  and  in  such  form  approved  by  the  City  Attorney.  The  EBRPD  and 
the  SFPUC  have  executed  a  settlement  and  release  agreement  recommended  by  the  City 
Attorney  (Agreement),  on  file  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  110175,  subject 
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to  this  Board's  approval  of  this  Resolution  and  other  conditions  precedent  to  effectiveness; 
and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  14,  2011,  EBRPD  filed  an  appeal  of  the  Planning 
Comnriission's  certification  of  the  Project  FEIR,  to  preserve  its  right  to  object  to  the  Project 
approval,  pending  Board  approval  of  this  Resolution  approving  the  Agreement.  If  effective, 
the  Agreement  provides  that  EBRPD  will  take  action  to  terminate  or  withdraw  its  appeal  of  the 
Project  FEIR,  and  release  the  City  from  claims  or  actions  related  to  approval  of  the  Project  or 
related  actions  and  all  permits  issued  by  other  governmental  agencies,  as  identified  in  the 
Project  FEIR,  section  3.7.3.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisor  has  noticed  a  hearing  on 
the  appeal  of  the  certification  of  the  Project  FEIR  for  March  15,  2011;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  conditions  precedent  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  Agreement  include: 
(a)  The  Board,  acting  in  its  sole  discretion,  adopts  legislation  approving  this  Agreement,  and 
the  legislation  becomes  effective;  and  (b)  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Commission's  January 
27,  2011  certification  of  the  FEIR  for  the  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project  is  final,  and  any 
appeal  of  that  determination  to  the  Board  has  been  rejected  or  withdrawn  by  all  appellants, 
and  the  30  (thirty)  day  statute  of  limitations  has  run  following  posting  of  the  Project  Notice  of 
Determination  without  challenge  to  the  FEIR  or  Project  approval,  pursuant  to  CEQA;  and  (c) 
The  Controller  certifies  the  availability  of  funds  appropriated  for  the  Calaveras  Dam 
Replacement  Project,  as  the  source  of  the  funding  for  the  Settlement  Amount  under  this 
Agreement,  which  can  not  occur  unless  the  Board  first  (i)  adopts  a  resolution  approving  the 
Final  EIR  for  the  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project,  adopting  findings  as  required  under 
CEQA,  including  the  Mitigation  Monitoring  Program  and  statement  of  overriding 
considerations,  and  (ii)  the  Board  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  releases  the  reserve  placed 
on  appropriations  for  the  Project.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  in  the  event  of  a  third  party 
appeal  or  litigation  challenging  the  certification  of  the  FEIR,  this  Agreement  shall  become

WHEREAS,  The  Agreement  requires  the  SFPUC  to  pay  $2  million  dollars  to  EBRPD 
("Settlement  Amount")  for  use,  in  its  sole  discretion,  to  assume  the  additional  responsibilities 
to  coordinate  \N'\{h  SFPUC  and  its  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project  contractor,  address 
visitor  use,  operational  and  maintenance  issues,  including  cleaning  and  maintenance  of 
facilities  within  the  Sunol  Regional  Wilderness  during  construction,  produce  public  outreach 
material  related  to  Sunol  Regional  Wilderness  operations  during  Project  construction,  and 
improve  recreational  opportunities  or  facilities  in  Sunol  Valley  and  the  surrounding  Alameda 
Creek  watershed.  The  Agreement  contains  other  material  terms,  including  but  not  limited  to, 
provisions  whereby  the  SFPUC  will,  subject  to  compliance  and  the  exercise  of  the  parties' 
reserved  discretion  under  CEQA,  where  required:  (1)  accommodate  EBRPD  should  it  decide 
to  seek  an  alternative  location  for  the  deployment  of  Sunol  Regional  Wilderness  park  staff 
during  Project  construction,  by  providing  a  lease  option  for  the  area  shown  on  Exhibit  1  to  the 
Agreement  at  the  SFPUC's  property  in  the  Sunol  Valley,  or  another  location  subject  to  the 
terms  of  the  Agreement,  including  that  the  total  cost  to  the  SFPUC  shall  not  exceed  Five 
Hundred  Fifty  Thousand  dollars  ($550,000);  (2)  agree  to  a  timetable  and  negotiated  terms  for 
inclusion  in  the  proposed  renewal  of  the  existing  Sunol  Regional  Park  Wilderness  Lease 
between  the  SFPUC  and  EBRPD,  subject  to  further  approval  by  EBRPD,  the  SFPUC  and  this 
Board;  (3)  agree  to  install  a  system  for  the  provision  of  potable  water  to  Sunol  Regional 
Wilderness  from  the  SFPUC  water  system  as  shown  on  Exhibit  2  to  the  Agreement,  with 
EBRPD  ownership  and  operation  of  the  system  following  completion  of  construction;  (4) 
assume  sole  responsibility  for  the  replacement  of  the  Geary  Road  bridge  over  Alameda  Creek

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WHEREAS,  The  Project  files,  including  the  FEIR,  PEIR  and  SFPUC  Resolution  No.  11-

Resolution  adopting  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  including 
the  adoption  of  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  a  statement  of 
overriding  considerations  related  to  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  Calaveras 
Dam  Replacement  Project,  in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties,  including  the  mitigation 
habitat  actions  at  various  sites;  and  directing  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
notify  the  Controller  of  this  action. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  developed 
and  approved  a  project  description  for  the  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project  (CDRP), 
Project  No  CUW37401,  located  in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties,  which  is  a  water 
infrastructure  project  included  as  part  of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP); 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  was  developed  in  response  to  concerns  of  the  California 
Department  of  Water  Resources,  Division  of  Safety  of  Dams  (DSOD)  direction,  the  Project 
entails  rebuilding  the  dam  in  order  to  eliminate  the  seismic  safety  concerns  associated  with 
the  original  dam.  The  Project  would  replace  the  existing  dam  with  a  new  dam  to 
accommodate  a  public  water  supply  reservoir  of  the  same  size  as  the  original  plans  (96,850 
AF)  and  meet  current  seismic  safety  design  requirements.  When  the  proposed  replacement 
dam  is  completed,  DSOD  water  level  restrictions  would  be  lifted  and  the  original  reservoir  and 
pool  would  be  restored.  Completion  of  the  proposed  project  would  help  the  SFPUC  achieve 
the  WSIP  Level  of  Service  goals  and  objectives  adopted  by  the  SFPUC  in  Resolution  No.  08- 
200.  Replacing  Calaveras  Dam  and  re-establishing  the  reservoir  pool  to  its  pre-DSOD 
restricted  level  would  restore  the  facility's  role  within  the  SFPUC  regional  water  system  with 
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respect  to  delivery  reliability  and  water  supply  during  planned  and  unplanned  interruptions  of 
the  SFPUC's  regional  water  system  and  during  periods  of  drought,  as  well  as  enhance 
seismic  safety,  reliability,  and  water  quality;  and

day  (mgd)  of  water  supply  during  the  8.5-year  design  drought  (the  SFPUC's  drought  planning 
scenario),  to  improve  seismic  reliability  through  construction  of  a  replacement  dam  designed 
to  safely  retain  96,850  AF  of  water  and  withstand  the  maximum  credible  earthquake  (7.25 
moment  magnitude)  on  the  Calaveras  fault,  to  construct  a  new  dam  with  a  robust  design  (wide 
centrally-located  clay  core,  wide  filters,  and  internal  drainage)  that  could  accommodate 
potential  enlargement  by  future  generations,  continue  reservoir  and  outer  works  operation,  to 
the  extent  possible,  during  construction,  and  to  maintain  high  water  quality,  re-creating  a 
deeper  pool  that  would  keep  water  temperatures  cooler  to  limit  algal  growth  in  the  reservoir;

[Monsignor  Oscar  Romero  Day  -  March  26,  201 1] 

Resolution  declaring  March  26,  2011,  as  Monsignor  Oscar  Romero  Day  in  San 
Francisco,  to  honor  a  person  who  dedicated  themselves  to,  and  ultimately  gave  their 
life  for,  social  justice  and  human  rights  protection,  and  preached  the  message  of 
peace,  non-violence,  reconciliation,  and  love. 

WHEREAS,  Oscar  Arnulfo  Romero  y  Galdamez,  Archbishop  of  EI  Salvador,  was 
murdered  at  the  altar  while  celebrating  Mass  in  a  small  chapel  in  San  Salvador  on  March  24, 
1980;  and 

WHEREAS,  He  was  an  outspoken  advocate  for  poor  people  in  El  Salvador  and  used 
his  sermons  to  plead  with  both  the  left  and  right  to  end  the  violence  and  human  rights  abuses 
taking  place  throughout  the  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  religious  leaders,  such  as  Monsignor  Gerardi  of  Guatemala  and 
Monsignor  Ruiz  of  Mexico,  were  persecuted  for  their  advocacy  on  behalf  of  the  poor  and 
indigenous  populations  in  all  of  Latin  America;  and 

WHEREAS,  Faith  communities  are  globally  committed  to  serving  the  poor, 
dispossessed  and  disempowered;  and 

WHEREAS,  Monsignor  Romero's  assassination  was  a  result  of  military  orders  to 
silence  his  criticism  of  an  oppressive  governmental  regime  and  the  culture  of  violence 
perpetuated  by  that  government  against  these  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Various  United  Nations  Truth  Commissions  charged  with  investigating  the

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  as  follows: 

(a)  In  February  2010,  BMW  Oracle  Racing,  sailing  for  the  Golden  Gate  Yacht  Club 
(together  with  their  successors,  the  "Team"),  won  the  33''^  America's  Cup  in  Valencia,  Spain; 
and, 

(b)  The  Team,  as  Defender  of  the  America's  Cup,  has  the  right  and  duty  to  organize 
the  34*^  America's  Cup  (the  "Event"),  and  has  formed  the  34*^  America's  Cup  Event  Authority, 
LLC  (the  "Event  Authority")  to  organize  the  Event;  and, 

(c)  The  Team  selected  San  Francisco  as  the  host  city  for  the  Event  on  December  31 , 
2010;  and, 

(d)  Hosting  the  34*^  America's  Cup  in  San  Francisco  would  generate  significant  public 
benefits  for  the  City  including:  (i)  the  repair,  improvement,  and  productive  reuse  of  certain 
City  piers  along  the  City's  central  waterfront  that  are  currently  in  a  state  of  disrepair;  (ii)  the 
generation  of  significant  new  jobs  and  economic  development  in  a  very  short  period  of  time, 
including  over  9,000  jobs  and  more  than  $1.4  billion  of  new  economic  activity,  as  projected  in 
an  economic  impact  analysis  completed  by  the  Bay  Area  Council  Economic  Institute  and 
Beacon  Economics;  and  (iii)  substantially  increased  public  access  to  the  waterfront,  new 
opportunities  for  people  to  view  and  enjoy  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  and  an  extraordinary 
showcase  for  the  Bay  to  the  world;  and, 
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(e)  An  America's  Cup  Organizing  Committee  (the  "ACOC"),  an  independent  not-for- 
profit  corporation,  has  been  established  and  includes  civic  and  corporate  leaders  from 
throughout  the  Bay  Area,  California,  and  the  nation,  as  well  as  a  bipartisan  honorary 
committee  including  elected  and  appointed  representatives  from  our  local,  state,  and  federal

jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Commission  rent-free  and  perform  certain  infrastructure  improvements 
to  prepare  the  Port  properties  for  the  34'^  America's  Cup,  which  creates  race-related,  net 
short-term  rent  reductions  to  the  Port  and  reductions  in  the  Port's  revenue  bond  capacity;  and, 

(h)  By  Resolution  585-10,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  also  acknowledged  financial 
impacts  to  the  Port  of  hosting  the  34'^  America's  Cup  and  found  a  range  of  potential  solutions,

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  developed  a 
project  description  under  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP)  for  the 
improvements  to  the  regional  water  supply  system,  othenwise  known  as  Project  No 
CUW35302  Seismic  Upgrade  of  Bay  Division  Pipeline  (BDPL)  Nos.  3  &  4  (the  "Project").  The 
Project  is  located  in  Alameda  County,  and  its  key  features  include  construction  of  up  to  2,360 
feet  of  a  new  pipeline  (BDPL  No.  3X)  to  replace  a  section  of  the  existing  BDPL  No.3  where  it 
crosses  three  traces  of  the  Hayward  fault  in  order  to  accommodate  movement  along  the  fault 
traces,  and  improvements  to  existing  BDPL  No.  4  to  seismically  strengthen  the  pipeline  to

WHEREAS,  The  Corporation  proposes  to  issue  its  lease  revenue  bonds  designated  as 
the  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue  Bonds, 
Series  201 1A  (Equipment  Program)"  (the  "Bonds"),  secured  by  base  rentals  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  under  the  Lease;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  approve  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  a 
resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12(b)(5)  (the  "Rule") 
requires  that  an  "obligated  person"  (as  defined  in  the  Rule)  agree  to  provide  certain  annual 
financial  information  and  notice  of  certain  specified  events  to  Participating  UndenA/riters  (as 
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defined  in  the  Rule),  to  bondholders  and  beneficial  owners  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  City  is  an 
obligated  person;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Form  of  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  Certificate  of 
Approval.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City, 
the  form  of  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement,  by  and  between  the  Corporation  and  the  City, 
and  the  related  Certificate  of  Approval  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  copies  of  which 
are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.   110287.  and  which  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  are  hereby  approved. 
The  Mayor  of  the  City  or  his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Mayor")  is  hereby  authorized  to 
execute  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  the  related  Certificate  of  Approval,  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  the  designee  of  such  officer  (collectively,  the  "Clerk  of  the 
Board")  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the  Equipment  Lease 
Supplement,  in  substantially  the  forms  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  such 
modifications,  changes,  or  additions  as  the  Mayor  may  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  3 
hereof. 

Section  3.  Modifications  to  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  Certificate  of  Approval. 
The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
additions  to  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  the  Certificate  of  Approval,  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  the 
interests  of  the  City,  and  which  changes  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  City 
under  the  Lease,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  and  by  the  Mayor 
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of  the  Certificate  of  Approval;  provided,  however,  that  the  total  project  costs  of  the  acquisition, 
construction  and  installation  of  equipment  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  (the 
"Project")  shall  not  exceed  $16,500,000,  that  the  maximum  interest  rate  on  the  Bonds  shall 
not  exceed  10%  per  annum  and  that  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  shall  have  a 
termination  date  no  later  than  April  1 ,  201 8. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  issuance  by  the  Corporation  of  not 
to  exceed  $16,500,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  2011 A  (Equipment  Program),  to  be 
secured  by  the  payment  of  base  rental  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Lease,  is  hereby  approved; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  issued  unless  prior  to  the  sale  thereof  the 
Controller  certifies  that  in  his  opinion  the  net  interest  cost  to  the  City  will  be  lower  as  a  result  of 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  than  other  financings  involving  a  lease  or  leases. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The  form 
of  the  Official  Statement  relating  to  the  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement"),  as  presented  to  this 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  preliminary  form  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.   1 10287.  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully 
herein,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance,  or  her  designee  (collectively,  the 
"Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of  the  preliminary 
Official  Statement,  with  such  changes,  additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  distribution  of  the  preliminary  Official  Statement  to  potential 
purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  The  Controller  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute,  and  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  further  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of,  the 
Official  Statement  in  final  form. 
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Section  6.  Reimbursement  of  Certain  Expenditures.  In  the  event  tliat  tlie  City  pays 
certain  capital  expenditures  from  its  general  fund  in  connection  with  the  equipment  listed  on 
Exhibit  A  to  the  Equipment  Lease  Supplement  (the  "Equipment")  as  finally  executed  and  as 
may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  or  other 
indebtedness  for  the  Equipment,  and  to  the  extent  that  the  City  has  already  made  such 
payments  in  connection  with  the  Equipment,  all  such  payments  will  be  and  have  been  made 
with  the  reasonable  expectation  by  the  City  that  such  payments  for  such  expenditures  will  be 
reimbursed  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  such  other  indebtedness.  Pursuant  to 
Treasury  Regulation  Section  1 .150-2,  the  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  be 
reimbursed  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  or  other  indebtedness  for  such  Equipment 
expenditures.

The  form  of 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  (the  "Certificate")  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  110287.  and  which  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Mayor  or  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Certificate,  in  substantially  the 
form  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  such  modifications,  changes  or  additions  as 
the  Mayor  or  the  Controller  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificate. 
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Section  9.  General  Authorization.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Controller,  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and  the  other  officers  of  the  City  and  their 
duly  authorized  deputies  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally, 
to  take  such  action  as  is  necessary  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  Equipment  by  the 
Corporation,  to  execute  and  deliver  such  certificates,  requests  or  other  documents  and 
agreements,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  certificates  relating  to  the  Official  Statement  for  the 
Bonds  in  preliminary  or  final  form  or  to  other  offering  material  relating  to  the  Bonds,  or  relating 
to  the  purchase  of  bond  insurance,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  to  facilitate  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  City  of  the  Equipment  Lease 
Supplement  and  of  the  Certificate  of  Approval  and  the  consummation  of  the  financing 
contemplated  thereby,  and  to  othenwise  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution.

[Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Indebtedness  -  Not  to  Exceed  $41 ,000,000] 

Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  to:  1) 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  indebtedness;  2)  authorizing 
the  Director  of  the  l\/layor's  Office  of  IHousing  (Director)  to  submit  an  application  and 
related  documents  to  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocations  Committee  (CDLAC)  for  an 
allocation  of  indebtedness  (Allocation)  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$41,000,000  for  Hunters  View  Phase  lA;  3)  authorizing  and  directing  the  Director  to 
direct  the  Controller's  Office  to  hold  in  trust  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  in 
accordance  with  CDLAC  procedures;  4)  authorizing  the  Director  to  certify  to  CDLAC 
that  the  City  has  on  deposit  the  required  amount;  5)  authorizing  the  Director  to  pay  an 
amount  equal  to  such  deposit  to  the  State  of  California  if  the  City  fails  to  use  such 
Allocation;  6)  approving,  for  purposes  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as 
amended,  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  mortgage  revenue  note  by  the  City  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $41,000,000;  7)  authorizing  and  directing  the 
execution  of  any  documents  necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution;  and  8)  ratifying 
and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with  the  Project  as  defined 
herein  and  the  Application  as  defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board  of  Supervisors"),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  and  the  execution 
and  delivery  of  revenue  notes  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the 
availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home  finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate 
income,  and  to  develop  viable  communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living 
environments,  and  increased  economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or 
moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  make  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise  provide  funds,  including  conduit  financing, 
to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for  lower  income 
households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  HV  Partners  1,  L.P.,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Developer*'  or 
"Borrower"),  desires  to  construct  a  107  unit  multifamily  residential  rental  housing  development 
for  very  low  income  households  at  227-229  West  Point  Road,  San  Francisco,  CA  94124  to  be 
known  as  Hunters  View  Phase  lA  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  multifamily  housing  revenue  note  (the  "Note"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Note  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  execute  and  deliver  a  Note  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$41 ,000,000  to  finance  tine  costs  of  tlie  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  w/ith  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Note;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Note  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section  103 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Note  is  approved 
in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Note  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  13,  2011,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  on  March  28,  2011,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  which  is  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  will  hold  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  March  28,  201 1  and  an  opportunity  will  be  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  the  Project;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Note  within  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
indebtedness  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes 
the  legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  indebtedness  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  indebtedness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
indebtedness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  (but  not  to  exceed  $100,000);  now,  therefore  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  execute  and  deliver 
the  Note,  to  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed 
with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1.150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  incurred  for  the 
Project  is  $41,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves,  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  a  plan  of  financing  providing  for  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  or  multifamily  housing  revenue  bonds  in  one  or  more 
series,  including  notes  or  bonds  used  to  refund  such  note  or  bonds  in  one  or  more  series  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  no  time  to  exceed  $41,000,000  in  aggregate  principal  amounts 
outstanding. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  transaction. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
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"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  indebtedness  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $41,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met.  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved.

WHEREAS,  All  ADHC  centers  provide  skilled  nursing  care;  physical,  occupational  and 
speech  therapy;  social  work;  exercise  programs;  nutrition  assessment  and  counseling;  hot 
meals;  and  other  services  necessary  for  ADHC  patients  to  maintain  their  health  and  live  safely 
at  home;  and

WHEREAS,  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program  (CDBG)  is  the 
centerpiece  of  the  federal  government's  efforts  to  help  more  than  1,200  cities,  counties,  and

WHEREAS,  CDBG  is  one  of  the  most  effective  federal  domestic  programs  to  revitalize 
communities  with  proven  results,  helping  fund  a  wide-range  of  activities,  including  housing- 
related  assistance,  public  improvements,  public  services,  and  economic  development 
projects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  significant  reductions  in  CDBG  funding  would  severely  slow  down  or

WHEREAS,  CalRecycle's  procedures  for  administering  the  Used  Oil  Payment  Program 
require,  among  other  things,  an  applicant's  governing  body  to  declare  by  resolution  certain 
authorizations  related  to  the  administration  of  the  Used  Oil  Payment  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  is  available  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  from 
CalRecycle;  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  a  recurring  grant  cycle  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 
annually  entered  into  agreement  with  the  State  of  California  for  implementation  of  used  oil 
collection  programs  for  the  past  seventeen  (17)  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  includes  provision  for  indirect  costs  of  $10,376.18,  and

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  play  a  critical  role  in  California's  economy,  working  to 
ensure  the  health  and  prosperity  of  California  families  and  freeing  others  to  participate  in  the 
workforce,  which  is  increasingly  necessary  in  these  difficult  economic  times;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  across  the  state  of  California  have  joined  together  to 
form  the  California  Domestic  Workers'  Coalition  to  achieve  social  and  economic  justice  and 
secure  much-needed  protections  for  domestic  workers  under  California's  labor  laws;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Domestic  Workers  Alliance  is  organizing  domestic  workers 
across  the  United  States  to  end  the  exclusion  of  domestic  workers  from  federal  labor 
protections,  and  the  International  Domestic  Workers  Network,  made  up  of  domestic  worker 
organizations  across  the  world,  has  formed  to  fight  exploitation  and  abuse  by  creating  and 
advancing  international  standards  in  the  industry;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  treatment  of  domestic  service  workers  under  federal  and  state  laws 

has  historically  reflected  stereotypical  assumptions  about  the  nature  of  domestic  work, 

specifically  that  the  relationship  between  employer  and  "servant"  was  "personal,"  rather  than 
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commercial,  in  character;  that  employment  within  a  household  was  not  "real"  productive  work; 
and  that  women  did  not  work  to  support  their  families;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  of  1938  (29  U.S.C.  Sec.  201  et  seq.),  which 
Congress  enacted  to  ensure  a  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work,  excluded  domestic  workers 
from  its  protection  at  a  time  when  60%  of  African  American  women  workers  were  employed 
as  domestic  workers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  vast  majority  of  domestic  workers  are  women  of  color  and  immigrants 
who,  because  of  race  and  sex  discrimination  and  fear  of  deportation,  are  particularly 
vulnerable  to  unlawful  employment  practices  and  abuses;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  usually  work  alone,  behind  closed  doors,  and  out  of  the 
public  eye,  leaving  them  isolated,  vulnerable  to  abuse  and  exploitation,  and  unable  to 
advocate  collectively  for  better  working  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  often  labor  under  harsh  conditions,  work  long  hours  for 
low  wages  without  benefits  or  job  security,  and  face  termination  without  notice  or  severance 
pay,  leaving  many  suddenly  without  both  a  job  and  a  home;  and 

WHEREAS,  Most  domestic  workers  work  to  support  families  and  children  of  their  own 
and  more  than  half  are  primary  income  earners,  yet  two-thirds  of  domestic  workers  earn  low 
wages  or  wages  below  the  poverty  line;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  live-in  domestic  workers  are  not  permitted  to  make  basic  decisions 
regarding  the  food  they  eat  or  to  cook  or  heat  their  meals;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  worst  cases,  domestic  workers  are  verbally  and  physically  abused 
or  sexually  assaulted,  forced  to  sleep  in  conditions  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  stripped  of 
their  privacy  and  dignity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  employers  desire  to  treat  their  caregivers  and  housekeepers  fairly, 
but  do  not  have  the  information  to  guide  them  in  setting  terms  of  employment,  and  may  never 
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develop  a  formal  contract  or  clearly  establish  the  rights  and  obligations  each  party  owes  to  the 
other;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  still  excluded  from  the  most  basic  protections 
afforded  the  rest  of  the  labor  force  under  state  and  federal  law,  including  the  rights  to  fair 
wages,  safe  and  healthy  working  conditions,  workers'  compensation,  protection  from 
discriminatory  and  abusive  treatment,  and  to  engage  in  collective  bargaining;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  excluded  under  the  National  Labor  Relations  Act 
(29  U.S.C.  Sec.  151  et  seq.),  leaving  them  unprotected  when  asking  for  respect  of  their  basic 
rights  and  unable  to  collectively  bargain  for  conditions  allowing  them  to  labor  in  dignity;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  whose  primary  work  is  to  care  for  children,  the  elderly, 
or  persons  with  disabilities  are  excluded  from  overtime  protections,  meal  and  rest  breaks,  and 
reporting  time  pay  under  California  law,  and  the  federal  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  exempts 
live-in  domestic  workers  from  overtime  provisions  and  exempts  "companions"  for  the  elderly 
and  the  infirm,  and  "casual"  babysitters,  from  federal  minimum  wage  and  overtime  provisions; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  excluded  from  the  protections  of  the  California 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Act  of  1973  and  therefore  do  not  have  the  right  to  work  in  a 
healthy  and  safe  environment,  leaving  them  unprotected  from  dangerous  and  unhealthy 
working  conditions  on  a  regular  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  and  federal  antidiscrimination  laws  apply  only  to  employers  with 
certain  minimum  numbers  of  employees,  and  domestic  workers  are  often  unprotected  against 
discrimination  based  on  race,  color,  religion,  sex,  national  origin,  age,  and  disability;  and 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  do  not  have  the  right  to  a  minimum  number  of 
consecutive  hours  of  uninterrupted  sleep,  they  are  often  woken  up  repeatedly  throughout  the 
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night,  leaving  them  sleep  deprived,  vulnerable  to  illness,  and  unable  to  provide  proper  care  for 
those  in  their  charge;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  vast  majority  of  domestic  workers  receive  no  health  benefits  from  their 
employers  and  have  no  right  to  paid  sick  days,  many  workers  cannot  take  time  off  to  deal  with 
illness  or  medical  emergencies,  thereby  endangering  their  own  health  arid  the  health  of  the 
families  they  care  for;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assemblyman  Tom  Ammiano  is  introducing  AB  889  "Domestic  Worker  Bill 
of  Rights,  which  would  provide  domestic  workers  with  equal  overtime  pay,  equal  right  to  a 
safe  and  healthy  workplace,  equal  right  to  worker's  compensation,  equal  right  to  notice  before 
termination,  equal  right  to  five  hours  of  uninterrupted  sleep  under  adequate  conditions,  rights 
to  annual  cost  of  living  wage  increase,  and  rights  to  paid  vacations  and  sick  days;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  that 
coverage  of  domestic  workers  under  state  and  federal  labor  law  should  be  an  expression  of 
respect  for  their  dignity  and  equality  and  the  importance  of  the  work  they  perform,  and  a 
rejection  of  antiquated  and  long-discredited  stereotypes  about  domestic  work;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supen/isors  urges  the 
California  legislature  and  the  Governor  of  California  to  pass  the  "Domestic  Worker  Bill  of 
Rights"  supported  by  the  California  Domestic  Workers'  Coalition;  and  be  it

[Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  -  April  24,  2011] 

Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2011,  as  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after 
the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and 
property,  and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in 
1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  the  Ottoman 
Turkish  government  culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  genocide  of 
the  twentieth  century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ottoman  authorities  planned  and  executed  the  unspeakable  atrocities 
committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923,  which  included  the  torture, 
starvation,  and  murder  of  1,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches  into  the  Syrian  desert,  the 
forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of  the  traditional  Armenian 
homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  National  Archives  and  Record  Administration  and  the 
official  archives  of  other  countries  hold  extensive  and  thorough  documentation  on  the 
Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Honorable  Henry  Morgenthau,  United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Ottoman  Empire  from  1913  to  1916,  organized  and  led  protests  by  officials  of  many  countries, 
among  them  the  allies  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  against  the  Armenian  Genocide;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Ambassador  Morgenthau  explicitly  described  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  'a  campaign  of 
race  extermination,'  and  was  instructed  on  July  16,  1915,  by  United  States  Secretary  of  State 
Robert  Lansing  that  the  'Department  approves  your  procedure.  .  .  to  stop  Armenian 
persecution';  and 

WHEREAS,  Leading  news  agencies  of  the  time  documented  the  atrocities  being 
committed  against  the  Armenians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Raphael  Lemkin,  who  coined  the  term  'genocide'  in  1944,  and  who  was 
the  earliest  proponent  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Prevention  and  Punishment  of 
Genocide,  invoked  the  Armenian  case  as  a  definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20^^  century; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Association  of  Genocide  Scholars  has  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  the  massacres  of  Armenians  ordered  by  the  Young  Turk  government  constitute 
genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  unjustifiably  and  adamantly  denies  the  occurrence 
of  this  crime  against  humanity  while  actively  continuing  to  remove  traces  of  Armenian 
existence,  including  the  destruction  of  cultural  heritage,  to  this  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  suppresses  freedom  of  speech  on  the  matter  of 
the  Armenian  Genocide  and  prosecutes  its  citizens  under  Article  301  of  the  Turkish  Penal 
Code  for  statements  related  to  the  Armenian  Genocide,  including  Nobel  Laureate  Orhan 
Pamuk  and  Hrant  Dink,  an  Armenian  newspaper  editor,  who  was  assassinated  as  a  result  of 
these  prosecutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  nine  decades  and  the  fact  that  few  survivors  remain  who 
serve  as  reminders  of  indescribable  brutality  and  torment,  compel  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
efforts  to  solidify  recognition,  reaffirmation  and  justice  of  historical  truth;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  survivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and 
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WHEREAS,  California  lias  become  home  to  tine  largest  and  most  active  population  of 
Armenians  in  the  United  States,  and  those  citizens  have  enriched  our  state  through  leadership 
in  the  fields  of  academia,  medicine,  business,  agriculture,  government,  and  the  arts  and  are 
proud  and  patriotic  practitioners  of  American  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Armenian-Americans  are  predominantly  descendants  of  the 
few  remaining  refugees,  who  witnessed  and  survived  the  brutal  murder  of  their  families  and 
the  destruction  of  their  homes  and  institutions,  and  confiscation  of  all  their  properties,  and 

WHEREAS,  Those  Armenian  Genocide  survivors  who  arrived  in  San  Francisco  and 
reestablished  themselves,  built  a  thriving  community  that  has  created  churches,  civic  and 
charitable  organizations,  and  a  school,  and  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  dynamic 
culture  of  San  Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  proud  to  join  the  Armenian-American  community  in  its 
commemoration  of  the  96**^  anniversary  of  the  Armenian  Genocide  in  an  effort  to  educate 
others  about  the  tragic  loss  of  life,  land,  and  human  rights  of  the  Armenian  people  and  the 
crime  of  genocide  committed  against  them;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  does  hereby  declare  April 
24,  2011  as  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  and,  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  will  send  a  letter 
to  San  Francisco's  elected  representatives  in  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  and 
Senate  urging  Congress  and  President  Barack  H.  Obama  to  give  just  recognition  of  the 
Armenian  Genocide.

WHEREAS,  AB  877,  introduced  by  Assembly  iVIember  Sl<inner,  would  amend  and 
expand  the  California  Vehicle  Code  to  allow  eligible  incarcerated  persons  and  persons 
previously  incarcerated  in  county  jails,  who  have  non-felony  vehicle  code  violations  pending, 
the  opportunity  to  obtain  or  renew  a  driver's  license. 

WHEREAS,  there  are  approximately  80,000  county  jail  inmates  in  the  State  of 
California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  existing  law  requires  that  a  person  not  be  subject  to  prosecution  for  any 
non-felony  vehicle  code  offense  that  is  pending  against  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  his  or  her 
commitment  to  state  prison;  and, 

WHEREAS,  existing  law  requires  that  a  driver's  license  shall  not  be  suspended  or 
revoked  or  the  issuance  or  renewal  of  that  license  be  refused  as  a  result  of  a  pending  non- 
felony  offense  occurring  prior  a  person  being  committed  to  state  prison  or  the  Division  of 
Juvenile  Facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  877  states  that  it  also  would  apply  these  provisions  to  a  person  upon 
completion  of  his  or  her  sentence  of  6  months  or  longer  in  a  county  jail;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  877  states  that  it  would  also  apply  these  provisions  and  the  exemption 
from  the  prosecution  to  a  person  who  has  been  incarcerated  for  90  or  more  days  in  County 
Jail  in  any  consecutive  12-month  period  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  offense  or  violation; 
and. 
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WHEREAS,  AB  877  states  that  it  would  require  a  court  that  receives  a  valid  request  to 
search  its  records  for  eligible  pending  matters  and  dispose  of  each  eligible  non-felony  offense 
pursuant  to  these  provisions,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
recognizes  that  one  of  the  surest  v^ays  to  assist  defendants  and  formerly  incarcerated

Whereas,  The  city  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Tenant,  and  WCPI  Commercial 
LLC,  Landlord,  executed  a  lease  dated  September  2,  2008  (the  "Lease"),  authorized  by 
Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  354-09  for  Premises  commonly  known  and  numbered  as 
1449  Webster  Street  and  consisting  of  approximately  3,900  sq.  ft.  on  the  ground  floor;  and

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Lease  extension  shall  be  for  a  term  of  three  (3) 
years  (through  August  31 ,  2014)  at  a  base  rent  of  $8,299.00  per  month,  (approximately 
$2.18  per  sq.  ft.  monthly)  and  the  base  rate  shall  continue  to  be  increased  annually  by 
proportionate  increase  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  with  a  two  percent  (2%)  minimum 
increase  and  a  five  (5%)  maximum  increase  per  year.

WHEREAS,  Section  33445  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  authorized  a 
Redevelopment  Agency,  with  the  consent  of  the  legislative  body  to  pay  for  the  costs  of  certain 
public  improvements  if  the  legislative  body  determines  that:  1)  the  public  improvements 
benefit  the  project  area  2)  no  other  reasonable  means  of  financing  the  improvements  are 
available  to  the  community,  and  3)  payments  for  the  improvements  will  assist  in  the 
elimination  of  blight  in  the  project  area  and  is  consistent  with  the  implementation  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Hunters  Project  Area  ("Project  Area")  was  created  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law  (California  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Sections  33000  et.  seq.);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Plan  ("Redevelopment  Plan") 
was  approved  on  June  1 ,  2006  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  by  Ordinance  No.  113-06;  and 

WHEREAS,  Agency  Commission  Resolution  No.  37-2011  dated  March  29,  2011,  the 
Agency  Commission  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  prepare,  a  resolution  for 
consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (together  with  other  relevant  documents),  that 
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comply  with  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33445  to  allow 
Agency  funding  of  the  Arelious  Walker  Drive  StainA/ay  Improvement  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan,  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("Agency")  has  determined 
that  blighting  conditions  exist  within  the  Project  Area  and  the  implementation  of  various  public 
improvements  is  an  element  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Arelious  Walker  Drive  Stairway  ("Stairway")  has  fallen  into  disrepair 
due  to  the  lack  of  designated  capital  funds  to  improve  pedestrian  stairway  amenities. 
Pedestrian  paths  and  stairways  have  generally  received  less  attention  and  funding  for  upkeep 
and  maintenance  than  streets  and  sidewalks;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Arelious  Walker  Drive  Stain^^/ay  Improvements  (the  "Project")  includes 
installing:  reinforced  concrete  steps;  new  handrails  and  guardrails  with  ADA  compliance; 
installing  new  anti-slip  strip  at  all  stairs;  vandal  resistance  lightings;  and  mosaic  tile  panels  to 
all  stair  steps.  In  addition,  the  Project  also  includes  plantings  along  both  sides  of  the  stairs  to 
transform  the  Stairway  into  an  attractive  pedestrian  linkage;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Project  will  eliminate  blighting  conditions  and  benefit  the  Project  Area 
in  a  manner  that  is  consistent  with  the  Implementation  Plan  by  improving  the  pedestrian 
environment,  public  safety  and  upgrading  the  area's  appearance;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2009,  the  Agency  applied  for  a  Transportation  Enhancement  ("TE") 
grant  for  the  Stairway  improvements  in  the  amount  of  $1,109,000  through  the  San  Francisco 
County  Transportation  Authority.  The  source  of  the  grant  is  the  TE  Program  from  the 
Regional  Transportation  Improvement  Program  and  is  managed  by  Caltrans;  and 

WHEREAS,  federal  transportation  funds  cannot  be  allocated  directly  to  the  Agency 
without  a  Caltrans  Master  Agreement  per  state  guidelines.  As  the  administering  City 
department  for  public  right-of-way  improvement  projects  and  authorized  recipient  of  Caltrans 
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funds,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  is  the  appropriate  department  to  accept  and 
expend  the  funds  for  the  Stainway;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  awarded  the  TE  grant  for  the  Project 
in  201 1 .  The  grant  sources  do  not  cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  project,  DPW  estimates  an 
additional  $61,500  is  needed  for  non-construction  cost  to  cover  contract  administration, 
construction  management  and  project  closeout  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPW  searched  for  funds  from  the  City  and  other  sources,  and  except  for 
the  TE  grant  funds  was  unable  to  acquire  additional  funds  because  of  the  recent  economic 
recession.  The  City  itself  faces  substantial  fiscal  challenges  in  light  of  substantially  reduced 
tax  revenues  and  challenging  economic  conditions  created  by  the  recess.  According  to  the 
Three  Year  Budget  Projection  for  General  Fund  Supported  Obligations  FY2010-11  through 
2012-13,  project  shortfalls  in  General  Fund  revenues  compared  to  expenditures  over  the  next 
three  years  are  $483  million  in  FY2010-11,  $712  million  in  FY2011-12,  and  $787  million  in  FY 
2012-13.  These  projected  deficits  illustrate  why  alternatives  sources  of  funding  are  not 
available  for  the  needed  structural  access  improvements. 

WHEREAS,  the  City's  capital  budget  does  not  include  funding  for  this  Project  and  there 
are  no  other  reasonable  means  of  financing  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  improvements  to  deteriorated  public  facilities,  creating  non-vehicular 
access,  and  installing  needed  site  improvements  to  benefit  employment  and  new  commercial 
growth  are  listed  as  activities  in  the  five-year  Implementation  Plan  for  the  Redevelopment 
Plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Project  is  consistent  with  the  Implementation  Plan  because  it  provides 
an  improved  access  point  to  employment  opportunities  and  transit,  and  renovates  a  public 
facility;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Resolution  No.  37-2011  was  adopted  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
Commission  on  March  29,  2011  authorizing  Agency  staff  to  pursue  Board  of  Supervisors 
approval  of  findings  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  findings  that  the  Arelious  Walker  Drive 
Stairway  Improvements  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  Project  Area;  and  that  there  are  no  other 
reasonable  means  of  funding  the  Project;  and  that  the  Project  is  consistent  with  the 
Implementation  Plan  for  the  Project  Area;  and  be  it

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  to  retroactively  accept  and  expend  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $372,600 
from  the  California  Energy  Commission's  State  Energy  Program  through  Ecology 
Action  to  support  GreenFlnanceSF. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  staff,  working  in 
conjunction  witin  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  Controller's  Office  of  Public 
Finance,  submitted  an  application  to  the  California  Energy  Commission  (CEC)  State  Energy 
Program  for  financial  assistance  on  behalf  of  GreenFlnanceSF,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  municipal  financing  program  for  energy  and  water  retrofits  of  privately-owned 
buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  10,  2010,  the  CEC  announced  the  awards  under  the  State 
Energy  Program,  which  included  an  award  of  up  to  $2,080,000  for  GreenFlnanceSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  Resolution  No.  59-10,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  accepted  the  CEC 
State  Energy  Program  grant  award  for  GreenFlnanceSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  Resolution  No.  008-10,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  identified  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  as  the  administrator  of  the  GreenFlnanceSF  program  on 
behalf  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  legislation  necessary  to  form  an 
opt-in  Mello-Roos  special  tax  district  and  to  establish  legal  mechanisms  and  policies  to  govern 
the  implementation  of  a  municipal  financing  program  for  retrofits  of  privately-owned  buildings, 
known  as  GreenFlnanceSF;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Nationally  this  type  of  financing  structure  is  known  as  Property  Assessed 
Clean  Energy  or  PACE;  and 

WHEREAS.  While  PACE  has  the  support  from  the  United  States  Department  of 
Energy,  the  Office  of  the  Vice  President,  and  the  more  than  twenty  states  that  have  enacted 
PACE-enabling  legislation,  recent  statements  by  the  Federal  Housing  Finance  Agency  and 
the  Office  of  the  Controller  of  the  Currency  questioning  the  secunty  of  residential  PACE 
financing  have  created  a  climate  of  uncertainty  that  threatens  to  derail  the  success  of  existing 
residential  PACE  programs  and  imperils  further  uptake  of  PACE  financing  to  support  energy 
efficiency  retrofits  and  renewable  energy  generation;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  the  result  of  these  statements,  the  CEC  has  changed  its  funding  priority 
to  focus  on  commercial  properties  only;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CEC  will  issue  a  portion  of  the  funds  originally  awarded  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  February  10,  2010  to  the  Local  Government  Commission, 
which  will  then  subcontract  with  Ecology  Action;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  CEC  requires  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Department 
of  Environment  become  a  sub-awardee  of  Ecology  Action;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  continues  to  recognize  that  it  is  vital 
for  local,  regional,  state,  and  federal  agencies  to  stimulate  the  economy;  create  and  retain 
jobs;  reduce  fossil  fuel  emissions;  reduce  total  energy  usage;  and  improve  energy  and  water 
use  efficiency;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  committed  to  an  ongoing,  coordinated  effort  to  reduce  the 
emissions  that  cause  global  warming,  improve  air  quality,  reduce  waste,  reduce  energy  use 
and  save  money;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Funding  from  the  CEC's  State  Energy  Program  through  Ecology  Action

Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act;  and

Resolution  making  certain  findings  pursuant  to  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33445 
and  consenting  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco's  use  of  tax  increment  funds  to  provide:  (1)  a  $400,000  grant  to  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission  for  structural,  seismic  and  disabled-accessibility 
renovations  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House;  and  (2)  a  $785,000  grant  to  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  for  Plaza  improvements  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House; 
in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Project  Area. 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("Agency")  is  authorized,  pursuant  to  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law  ("CRL") 
(Health  and  Safety  Code,  Section  33000  et  seq.)  to  provide  assistance  and  advance  funds  for 
the  making  of  improvements  necessary  for  the  redevelopment  of  blighted  areas  and  the 
implementation  of  a  project  area  redevelopment  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  1,  2006,  the  Agency  adopted  the  Redevelopment  Plan  (the 
"Plan")  for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  ("BVHP")  Redevelopment  Project  Area  (the  "Project 
Area").  One  of  the  key  goals  of  the  Plan  is  economic  revitalization  of  certain  activity  nodes  of 
the  Project  Area.  One  of  the  activity  nodes  is  the  Town  Center  where  the  Bayview  Opera 
House  is  located.  The  Bayview  Opera  House  is  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (the  "City"),  acting  by  and  through  its  Arts  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Opera  House,  built  in  1888,  is  located  between  Oakdale  and 
Newcomb  Avenues.  It  is  a  multi-use,  cultural,  and  recreational  center  offering  programs  that 
promote  community  arts  through  entertainment  and  education  for  the  benefit  of  residents, 
visitors,  and  businesses  in  the  Project  Area.  It  provides  the  BVHP  community  with  a  creative 
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outlet  through  programs  offering  performance  arts,  stage  technician  workshops,  an  acting 
academy,  a  music  academy,  dance  classes,  photography,  and  art.  It  is  a  very  visible  cultural 
symbol  and  gateway  to  the  BVHP  community,  and  has  been  granted  landmark  status  by  the 
City;  and 

SFAC  Grant 

WHEREAS,  Between  1973  and  2001,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  ("SFAC") 
undertook  physical  assessments  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House.  The  assessments  revealed 
structural,  seismic,  and  disabled-accessibility  deficiencies.  Since  then,  SFAC  has  being 
looking  for  funds  to  address  these  deficiencies.  In  2008,  SFAC  allocated  $248,000  from  its 
capital  improvement  budget  to  develop  a  scope  of  work  and  produce  preliminary  construction 
drawings  for  improvements  to  correct  the  most  critical  deficiencies.  At  that  time,  the  City  was 
hoping  that  this  predevelopment  work  would  attract  federal  stimulus  funds  to  correct  the 
deficiencies,  but  the  funds  never  materialized;  and, 

WHEREAS;  The  Bureau  of  Architecture  of  the  City's  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
assisting  SFAC  with  the  preliminary  construction  drawings,  has  estimated  the  total  cost  of  the 
Project  at  $748,000  (the  "Project  Cost")  as  of  January  2010,  and  has  agreed  to  oversee  the 
construction  of  the  Project  if  there  is  sufficient  funding  for  the  Project  Cost.  SFAC  recently 
received  an  additional  $100,000  for  the  Project  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community 
Investment,  bringing  the  total  current  funding  for  the  Project  to  $348,000  and  leaving  a  funding 
gap  of  $400,000.  SFAC  has  requested  that  the  Agency  cover  the  gap  because  no  alternative 
funding  is  available;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  has  reviewed  the  request  from  SFAC  for  a  $400,00  and 
agreed  to  cover  the  gap  using  tax  increment  funds,  subject  to  certain  terms  and  conditions 
that  are  incorporated  into  the  grant  agreement  (the  "SFAC  Grant  Agreement"),  including, 
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among  other  things,  seeking  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "Board");  and, 
SFMTA  Grant 

WHEREAS,  The  residents,  businesses,  stal<eholders,  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
Project  Area  Advisory  Committee,  the  Agency,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation 
AgencyC'SFMTA"),  and  other  City  departments  have  been  working  closely  together  on  a 
project  called  "Bayview  Connections"  to  improve  transit  service  in  the  Project  Area  and  to 
connect  the  Project  Area  to  Citywide  and  regional  destinations.  The  Bayview  Connection 
project  includes  two  major  components:  (1)  the  transit  expansion  consisting  of  the  Third  Street 
Light  Rail  Project  and  improvements  to  pedestrian  gathering  spaces  near  transit  stations;  and 
(2)  economic  revitalization  of  the  Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFMTA  is  now  working  on  completing  improvements  to  pedestrian 
gathering  spaces  at  the  Bayview  Opera  House  Plaza  (the  "Plaza");  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2000,  SFMTA  applied  for,  and  received,  a  $1,874  million  grant  (the 
"Federal  Funds")  from  the  Federal  Transit  Administration  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Transportation.  The  Federal  Funds  were  earmarked  for  improvements  to,  or  renovation  of, 
the  Plaza  to  tie  it  to  the  nearby  Oakdale/Palou  Transit  Hub  and  the  surrounding  residential, 
commercial,  cultural  and  institutional  uses.  The  Federal  Funds  require  local  matching  funds 
set  at  a  minimum  of  11%  of  the  Federal  Funds  or  $206,140;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  community  meetings  in  2000  to  discuss  the  Plaza  renovation, 
community  members  expressed  a  collective  desire  to  adequately  address  most  of  the  Plaza's 
deficiencies  -  the  lack  of  improvements,  the  lack  of  respite  from  the  sun,  noise,  traffic,  and  the 
lack  of  a  convenient  and  direct  connection  to  Third  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Plaza  renovations  include,  among  other  things,  reshaping 
some  of  the  Plaza's  existing  elements  to  create  contiguous  open  space  around  the  Bayview 
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Opera  House;  replacing  paving,  perimeter  fences  and  brick  walls;  and  adding  lighting  and 
utilities  for  an  outdoor  stage.  As  of  January  2010,  SFMTA  estimated  the  total  cost  of  the 
current  renovation  plan  at  $1.89  million  (the  "Project  Cost").  Only  $1.1  million  of  the  Federal 
Funds  are  left  for  the  renovation,  leaving  a  gap  of  about  $785,000.  SFMTA  have  asked  the 
Agency  to  cover  the  gap  since  there  is  no  alternative  funding  available;  and 

WHEREAS.  Agency  staff  has  reviewed  the  request  from  SFMTA  for  $785,000  and 
agreed  to  cover  the  gap  using  tax  exempt  bond  proceeds,  subject  to  certain  terms  and 
conditions  that  are  incorporated  into  the  grant  agreement  (the  "SFMTA  Grant  Agreement"), 
including,  among  other  things,  seeking  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board;  and 

CRL  Requirements 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  Agency  will  be  granting  $400,000  and  $785,000  of  its  funds 
to  pay  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  r  improvements  and  renovations  to  the  Bayview 
Opera  House,  a  City-owned  property,  CRL  Sections  33445  and  33679  requires  the  Agency  to 
seek  the  consent  of  the  legislative  body,  in  this  case  the  Board,  before  providing  the  funding; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  To  facilitate  moving  forward  on  the  Project,  the  City  and  the  Agency  desire 
to  execute  the  proposed  grant  agreements  with  SFAC  and  SFMTA  to  provide  the  requested 
funds  for  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  CRL  Sections  33445  and  33679  require  the  Board  to  make  findings  to 
determine  that:  (1)  the  proposed  seismic  and  disabled-access  improvements  to  the  Bayview 
Opera  House  will  help  alleviate  blight  within  the  Project  Area,  (2)  no  other  reasonable  means 
of  financing  the  entire  proposed  improvements  is  available  to  the  City  or  the  community,  and 
(3)  payment  of  funds  for  the  cost  of  the  improvements  is  consistent  with  the  current 
implementation  plan  for  the  Project  Area;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Agency  Commission  adopted  Resolution  Nos.  24-2011  and  25-2011 
on  IVIarch  15,  201 1,  making  findings  pursuant  to  CRL  Sections  33445  and  33679  for  \he  use 
of  tax  increment  to  provide  supplemental  funding  for  the  improvements  and  renovation  of  the 
Bayview  Opera  House  and  authorized  the  Agency  staff  to  pursue  Board  of  Supervisors 
approval  of  the  findings  and  consent  for  the  Agency  funding  for  the  renovation  project;  and 

CRL  Section  33445  &  33679  Findings  For  SFAC  and  SFMTA  Grants 

WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Opera  House  is  currently  considered  unsafe  because  of  a 
number  of  deficiencies,  including  weakened  structural  support  for  its  existing  balcony  and  lack 
of  accessibility  improvements  to  comply  with  the  Americans  with  Disability  Act  ("ADA")  -  the 
absence  of  ramp,  stairs,  and  restrooms  readily  accessible  to  the  disabled.  The  improvements 
proposed  to  remove  the  deficiencies  include:  (1)  the  construction  of  a  new  concrete  ramp  and 
stairs;  (2)  replacement  of  a  roll-up  door  on  the  porch  with  a  new  pair  of  doors;  (3)  addition  of 
two  ADA-accessible  restrooms;  (4)  addition  of  a  new  interior  wall  under  the  existing  balcony  in 
the  main  auditorium  space;  and  (5)  installation  of  metal  columns  under  the  existing  balcony  for 
seismic  strengthening.  The  proposed  improvements  will  prevent  the  Bayview  Opera  House 
from  being  declared  seismically  unsafe  and  noncompliant  with  ADA.  This  will  help  reduce  its 
blighting  conditions  and  restore  the  building  to  a  vibrant  cultural  center  that  can  draw 
residents,  visitors,  and  businesses  in  the  Project  Area  through  the  programs  offer  in  the 
center.  The  programs  promote  community  arts  through  entertainment  and  education  and  it  is 
an  important  part  of  the  vitality  of  this  Project  Area.  Without  the  proposed  SFAC  Grant,  the 
Bayview  Opera  House  would  remain  blighted  and  underutilized;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Plaza  Plaza's  deficiencies  include  a  lack  of  respite  from  the  sun, 
exposure  to  excess  noise  and  traffic,  and  the  lack  of  a  convenient  and  direct  connection  to 
Third  Street.  The  proposed  Plaza  renovations  will  create  a  contiguous  open  space  around  the 
Bayview  Opera  House;  replace  paving,  perimeter  fences  and  brick  walls;  and  adding  lighting 
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and  utilities  for  an  outdoor  stage.  Correcting  the  Plaza  deficiencies  will  eliminate  a  blighting 
condition  in  the  Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  searched  for  additional  funding  within  its  own  budget  and  from 
other  sources  but  was  impeded  because  of  the  recent  economic  recession.  The  City  faces 
substantial  fiscal  challenges  in  light  of  substantially  reduced  tax  revenues  and  challenging 
economic  conditions  created  by  the  recession.  According  to  the  Three-Year  Budget 
Projection  for  General  Fund  Supported  Obligations  FY  2010-11  through  2012-13,  projected 
shortfalls  in  General  Fund  revenues  compared  to  expenditures  over  the  next  three  years  are 
$483  million  in  FY  2010-11,  $712  million  in  FY  2011-12,  and  $787  million  in  FY  2012-13. 
These  projected  deficits  illustrate  why  alternative  sources  of  funding  are  not  available  for  the 
needed  seismic  and  disabled-access  improvements  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  structural,  seismic  and  the  disabled-accessibility 
improvements  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House  and  the  Plaza  renovations  are  consistent  with  the 
Project  Area's  Five-Year  Implementation  Plan  ("the  Implementation  Plan")  adopted  pursuant  to 
Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33490.  The  Implementation  Plan  covers  the  period  from  July 
1,  2006  to  June  30,  2011  and  was  adopted  under  the  March  7,  2006  Agency  Commission 
Resolution  No.  32-2006and  under  the  June  1,  2006  San  Francisco  County  Board  of 
Supervisors'  Ordinance  No.  1 13-06.  The  Implementation  Plan  lists  the  goals  and  objectives  to 
be  achieved  within  its  five-year  operating  period,  including  the  following  specific  objectives:  (a) 
facilitating  ttie  preservation,  reiiabilitation;  and  seismic  retrofitting  of  historic  buildings  and  other 
landmarks,  and  (b)  eliminating  blighting  influences  ...  deteriorated  public  improvements, 
facilities,  and  utilities.  The  proposed  improvements  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House  and  Plaza 
renovations  will  help  to  preserve  this  historic  landmark  to  continue  to  meet  some  of  the  of  the 
community's  cultural  needs;  and;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds,  based  on  the  record  before  it,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  facts  and  findings  contained  in  the  Agency  Resolutions  Nos.  24-201 1 
and  25-201 1,  the  two  Summary  Reports  prepared  by  the  Agency,  and  the  factual  recitals 
contained  in  the  Whereas  clauses  of  this  Board  resolution,  that:  (1)  the  proposed  use  of  tax 
increment  funding  through  the  SFAC  Grant  Agreement  and  the  SFMTA  Grant  Agreement  will 
benefit  the  Project  Area  by  helping  to  eliminate  blight  within  the  Project  Area;  (2)  no  other 
reasonable  means  of  funding  the  interior  renovation  project  are  available  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  and  (3)  the  payment  of  funds  for  the  cost  of  the  interior  renovation 
of  the  Bayview  Opera  House  is  consistent  with  the  Implementation  Plan;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  consents  to  the  execution  of  the  SFAC  Grant  Agreement  and  SFMTA  Grant 
Agreement  and  disbursement  of  Agency  tax  increment  funds  pursuant  to  their  respective 
terms  for  the  proposed  improvement  and  renovation  of  the  Bayview  Opera  House. 
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Resolution  making  certain  findings  pursuant  to  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  33445  and  consenting 
to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  use  of  tax  increment  funds  to 
provide:  1)  a  $400,000  grant  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  for  structural,  seismic  and 
disabled-accessibility  renovations  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House;  and  2)  a  $785,000  grant  to  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  for  Plaza  improvements  to  the  Bayview  Opera  House;  in 
the  Bayvievi/  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Project  Area.

Policy  and  Supporting  the  On-Going  Dialogue  between  GGNRA  and  San  Francisco] 

Resolution  putting  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  on  record  opposing  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreation  Area's  currently  proposed  preferred  alternatives  for  dog 
management  and  supporting  the  on-going  dialogue  between  GGNRA  and  San 
Francisco  to  achieve  an  improved  plan. 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  110,000  households  in  San  Francisco  own  dogs  that 
require  regular  exercise;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  dogs  have  traditionally  enjoyed  access  to  various 
properties  under  the  present  oversight  of  the  Golden  Gate  National  Recreation  Area 
(GGNRA),  such  as  Crissy  Field,  Ocean  Beach,  Ft.  Funston,  Lands  End,  Ft.  Baker,  Ft.  Mason, 
Baker  Beach  and  Sutro  Heights  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  GGNRA  was  established  to  provide  for  the  "maintenance  of  needed 
recreational  open  space  necessary  to  urban  environment  and  planning";  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1975,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  transferred  Ft.  Funston, 
Ocean  Beach  and  other  city-owned  lands  to  the  federal  government  to  be  included  in  the 
GGNRA  and  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  voters  required  that  the  deed  transferring  any  City-owned  park  lands 
to  the  NPS  include  the  restriction  that  said  lands  were  to  be  reserved  by  the  Park  Service  in 
perpetuity  for  recreation  or  park  purposed  with  a  right  of  reversion  upon  breach  of  said 
restriction;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1979,  after  an  extensive  period  of  public  comment  including  public 
hearings,  the  GGNRA  determined  that  voice-controlled  dog  walking  would  have  no  negative 
impact  on  the  natural  environment  or  on  other  park  visitors  when  conducted  on  one  percent  of 
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the  GGNRA  land,  and  the  GGNRA  therefore  determined  that  dogs  could  be  walked  under 
voice  control  on  that  one  percent  of  its  land;  and 

WHEREAS,  People,  dogs,  birds,  plants  and  other  species  have  been  co-existing  in  the 
GGNRA  for  decades;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  15,  2011  the  GGNRA  released  a  "Dog  Management  Plan"  that 
would  severely  curtail  off-leash,  voice-controlled  dog  walking  and  create  large  areas  where 
dogs  would  not  be  allowed  at  all  in  areas  that  currently  allow  off-leash,  voice-control  dog 
walking  at  Ft.  Funston,  Crissy  Field,  Ocean  Beach,  Lands  End,  and  Baker  Beach;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  dog  management  plan  would  not  only  curtail  dogs,  it  would  eliminate 
from  the  GGNRA  a  main  group  of  recreational  park  users  -  people  who  recreate  in  the 
GGNRA  with  their  dogs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  dog  management  plan  does  not  adequately  take  into  account  the 
impact  of  its  preferred  alternative  (or  any  alternative)  on  San  Francisco  city  parks  and  city 
residents,  specifically,  that  severe  restrictions  on  off-leash  dog  access  in  GGNRA  will  result  in 
an  increase  in  off-leash  dog  activity  in  City  parks;  and 

WHEREiAS,  The  dog  management  plan  does  not  include  any  consideration  of  the 
benefits  of  off-leash,  voice-control  dog  walking,  including  providing  needed  exercise  and 
socialization  for  dogs,  nor  does  it  include  any  consideration  of  the  benefits  of  the  social 
communities  that  have  developed  and  flourished  at  GGNRA  units  such  as  Ft.  Funston,  and  all 
other  locations  where  dogs  are  currently  walked  off-leash  and  under  voice  control;  and 

WHEREAS,  All  of  the  dog  management  alternatives  proposed  by  the  GGNRA  include  a 
provision  (called  the  compliance-based  management  strategy)  that  will  automatically  and 
permanently  change  remaining  off-leash,  voice-control  areas  in  the  GGNRA  to  on-leash  or  "no 
dogs  at  all"  if  the  GGNRA  claims  there  is  not  enough  compliance  with  the  new  restrictions; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  Commission  advised  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  that  the  GGNRA  dog  management  plan  does  not  adequately  take  into  account 
the  impact  of  its  preferred  alternative  on  a  possible  increase  in  problem  dog  behaviors  as  a 
result  of  the  loss  of  so  much  off-leash,  voice-control  areas  and  resulting  overcrowding  in  city 
parks,  and  therefore  does  not  consider  the  impacts  of  an  increase  in  surrenders  at  city 
shelters  because  of  problem  behaviors,  and  a  possible  resulting  increase  in  euthanasias  at 
city  shelters;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  supporting  the  creation  of  the  Health  Information  Exchange  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  There  exists  no  unified  digital  medical  record  system  in  San  Francisco  in 
which  health  care  providers  can  securely  exchange  patient  health  information,  nor  a  unified 
medical  record  system  in  which  patients  can  access  their  personal  health  records;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  predominant  method  of  sharing  health  data  when  patients  switch 
doctors,  transfer  between  healthcare  providers  or  receive  emergency  care  away  from  their 
medical  home  is  vis-a-vis  courier,  fax  or  US  Mail;  and 

WHEREAS,  Those  materials  with  shared  health  data  can  be  misplaced,  making  vital 
information  about  the  patient  unavailable  to  the  provider  at  the  point  of  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  lost  information  has  an  adverse  impact  on  provider  efficiency,  overall 
costs  and  patient  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  Health  Information  Technology  expansion  could  save  the  United  States  as 
much  as  $261  billion  over  the  next  ten  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Annual  savings  from  a  Health  Care  Information  Exchange  ranges  from 
$81  billion  to  $162  billion,  according  to  a  report  from  the  Commission  on  U.S.  Federal 
Leadership  In  Health  and  Medicine;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  health  information  exchange  has  received  support  and  funding 
through  the  Health  Information  Technology  for  Economic  and  Clinical  Health  Act,  contained 
within  the  federal  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act ;  and 
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WHEREAS,  There  are  approximately  73  operational  health  information  exchanges 
transmitting  data  nationwide,  including  ones  in  New  Jersey,  Santa  Cruz;  and  Mendocino

WHEREAS,  A  Health  Information  Exchange  is  compatible  with  San  Francisco's  goals 
in  improving  medical  care;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Creation  of  a  Health  Care  Information  Exchange  will  improve  the

Resolution  finding  tlie  proposed  cruise  terminal  project  at  Pier  27  is  fiscally  feasible 
pursuant  to  Administrative  Code  Chapter  29. 

WHEREAS,  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  established  a  blue-ribbon  Cruise  Terminal  Advisory 
Panel  in  2006  to  evaluate  the  necessity  of  a  new  cruise  terminal  and  its  value  to  San 
Francisco  and,  if  determined  necessary  and  valuable,  where  that  new  terminal  should  be 
located  and  consider  cruise  terminal  locations  based  on  cost  considerations,  maritime 
functionality  and  potential  funding;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  accepted  on  September  27,  2007  the 
Cruise  Terminal  Advisory  Panel  recommendations  to  develop  a  single-berth  primary  cruise 
terminal  at  Pier  27  ensuring  that  this  facility  meets  all  of  the  industry  standards  for  a  home  port 
cruise  terminal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  staff  ("Port  staff')  presented 
information  to  its  Commission  on  October  28,  2008  regarding  a  consultant  study  determining 
the  feasibility  of  cruise  terminal  site  plan  alternatives  at  Pier  27;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  9,  2009,  by  Resolution  No.  09-33,  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Commission  authorized  Port  staff  to  enter  into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  San

Commission  approved  issuance  of  Port  revenue  bonds  of  which  $22  million  of  revenue  bond 
proceeds  from  two  separate  bond  issuances  was  identified  for  partial  funding  for  the  Project;

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WHEREAS,  On  November  10,  2009,  by  Resolution  09-70,  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Commission  awarded  a  design  contract  to  a  joint  venture  team  of  KMD  Architects  and  Pfau 
Long  Architecture  in  coordination  with  Bermello  Ajamil  &  Partners  as  the  Cruise  Terminal 
Specialty  Consultant  ("Design  Team");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Port  staff  presented  information  to  its  Commission  on  April  1 3,  201 0 
regarding  the  Pier  27  facility  program  which  identified  the  potential  uses  within  the  site, 
including  a  Cruise  Terminal  and  a  Northeast  Wharf  Public  Plaza;  and 

WHEREAS,  Port  staff  presented  information  to  its  Commission  on  July  13,  2010 
regarding  conceptual  design  options  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  Construction  of  the  proposed  Project  will  exceed  $25  million  and  the 
predevelopment  costs  will  exceed  $1  million;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  cost  to  construct  the  Project  will  exceed  $25  million  and 
predevelopment  costs  will  be  in  excess  of  $1  million  thereby  triggering  review  by  the  Board  of

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Administrative  Code  Section  29.2,  prior  to  submittal  to  the 
Planning  Department  of  an  environmental  evaluation  application  ("Environmental  Application") 
required  under  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  and  CEQA  (as  defined  in  Administrative  Code 
Section  29.1)  related  to  the  proposed  Project,  it  is  necessary  to  procure  from  the  Board  of
